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AT REQUEST OF EGYPT, SC RECONVENED AT 7:00P.M. OCT. 1 1 
AND EGYPTIANS AND SYRIANS STRESSED ISRAELI BOMBING OF CIVILIAN 
TARGETS IN VIOLATION GENEVA CONVENTIONS. ISRAELI FONMIN 
SAID NEGOTIATIONS FOR SETTLEMENT COULD TAKE PLACE AFTER 
CEASEFIRE STRUCTURE RESTORED. SYG CALLED FOR END TO 
HOSTILITIES. NEXT MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 4:30P.M„ 

OCT. 12. 

SYG WALDHEIM DREW ATTENTION TO HIS STATEMENT CIRCULATED 
EARLIER AND REPEATED ITS CONCLUSION: HE HAD NO ILLUSIONS 
ABOUT DIFFICULTY FOR COUNTRIES TO TURN FROM WAR TO PEACE, 

DID NOT WISH DEFLECT ANY GOVT FROM WHAT IT BELIEVED TO BE 
ITS LEGITIMATE SOVEREIGN AIMS, QUESTIONED WHETHER CONTINUATION 
OF WAR COULD ACHIEVE THOSE AIMS, AND EARNESTLY APPEALED 
TO GOVTS TO CONSIDER ALTERNATIVE COURSES BEFORE IT WAS TOO 
LATE. HE HOPED SC MEMBERS AND OTHERS WOULD REDOUBLE 
EFFORTS TO END FIGHTING AND RESUME QUEST FOR JUST AND LASTING 
ME SETTLEMENT. 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT SAID HE WOULD STUDY SYG'S 
STATEMENT. HE REPORTED VILLAGES IN NILE DELTA ATTACKED AND 
ABOUT 500 CIVILIANS KILLED. IF AIR RAIDS ON CIVILIAN 
TARGETS IN EGYPT CONTINUED, EGYPT WOULD DO ITS BEST TO 
DISSUADE ISRAEL FROM CONTINUING RAIDS— THAT WAS HIS MESSAGE 
TO SC. 

SYRIANS DEPFONMIN ISMAIL SPOKE OF FURTHER ISRAELI ATTACKS ON 
CIVILIAN TARGETS WITH UNKNOWN NUMBER OF CASUALTIES, 

CHARGED NAPALM BEING USED, AND SAID SUCH "BARBARISM" 

WOULD ONLY MAKE SYRIA MORE DETERMINED TO FIGHT. 

ISRAELI FONMIN EBAN ALSO SAID HE WOULD STUDY SYG'S 
STATEMENT. HE ASSERTED THOSE WHO ASSUMED RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
STARTING WAR ALSO HAD TO TAKE RESPONSIBILITY FOR ITS 
CONSEQUENCES. HE ASKED WHY IT WAS HEINOUS TO BOMB AIR 
BASES IN SYRIA BUT PERFECTLY VALID TO DIRECT GROUND MISSILES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AGAINST ISRAELI CIVILIAN TARGETS. ISRAELI OBJECTIVE 

WAS TO HIT ONLY MILITARY TARGETS BUT ONE COULD NOT BE CERTAIN 

CIVILIANS NOT HURT, HE POINTED OUT. 

CISSE (GUINEA) EXPRESSED SOLIDARITY WITH ARABS, MENTIONED 
US VETO FEW MONTHS AGO, NOTED REPORTS 57 US PHANTOMS LANDED 
IN CYPRUS, AND STRESSED US RESPONSIBILITIES IN PRESENT 
SITUATION. 

IN RIGHT OF REPLY, EL ZAYYAT SAID EGYPT INTENDED 
"TO GET" EVERY FOREIGN SOLDIER OF OCCUPATION ON ITS TERRITORY, 
1967 RES CLOSELY LINKED TO WITHDRAWAL, SUGGESTION CEASEFIRE 
WAS FOR UNLIMITED PERIOD IMPLIED OCCUPATION ALSO FOR UNLIMITED 
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PERIOD, AND SUCH THEORY MADE RESISTENCE NATIONAL WELL 
AS INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATION. 

PEREZ DE CUELLAR (PERU) THOUGHT IT WAS UP TO SC TO APPEAL 
FOR PRESENT FIGHTING TO END BUT SAID SC SHOULD NOT ADOPT 
ANY PROPOSAL INVOLVING EVEN TACIT APPROVAL OF OCCUPATION 
OF TERRITORY BY FORCE. BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) SPOKE FOR 45 
MINUTES. 

IN RIGHT OF REPLY. SYRIAN DEPFONMIN TALKED OF ISRAELI 
BOMBING OF CIVILIAN TARGETS AND NON-IMPLEMENTATION OF UN 
RESES, ASKED IF ISRAEL INTENDED COMPLY WITH GENEVA 
CONVENTIONS, AND CALLED ISRAELI ATTACKS GENOCIDE. MAITLAND 
(UK) STATED REPORT MENTIONED BY GUINEA THAT PHANTOM 
AIRCRAFT STAGED AT BRITISH BASES IN CYPRUS EN ROUTE TO 
ISRAEL WAS "TOTALLY WITHOUT FOUNDATION." 

TEKOAH (ISRAEL) NOTED BOTH EGYPT AND SYRIA DENIED THEIR 
EARLIER CHARGES ABOUT BOMBING CAIRO AND SOVIET CULTURAL 
CENTER AT DAMASCUS, SAID ARGUMENT THEY WERE "LIBERATING ARAB 
LAND" USED IN 1948, AND, CHARGING "NEW HITLERS" HAD 
ARISEN IN EGYPT AND SYRIA, SAID THAT WAS WHAT ISRAEL HAD 
TO FACE. ISMAIL, IN COUNTER REPLY, NOTED ISRAELI REP HAD 
NOT MENTIONED USE OF NAPALM. 

MALIK (USSR), IN BOMBASTIC SPEECH, SUPPORTED ARABS, 

ADMITTED THERE WERE NOT AS MANY CASUALTIES IN "BARBARIC 

RAID" ON SOV CULTURAL CENTER AS FIRST REPORTED THOUGH PROPERTY 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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DAMAGE GREATER, AND ACCUSED REP OF AGGRESSOR OF COMING 
BEFORE SC TO DEFEND "MURDER." OSMAN (EGYPT) CLAIMED ISRAELI 
REP DISTORTED HIS FONMIN'S STATEMENT ON CEASEFIRE. TEKOAH 
MADE SCATHING REPLY TO MALIK, RECALLING LATTER’S 
STALINST ASSOCIATION AND SOV-NAZI COLLABORATION. BAROODY 
AGAIN SPOKE FOR HALF HOUR BEFORE SC PRES ADJOURNED COUNCIL 
AT 1 1 :00P.M.

LIBYA, CAR, EGYPT, JAMAICA, CONGO AND ALGERIA. PORTUGAL 
AND MAURITIUS SPOKE IN RIGHT OF REPLY. GA WILL HOLD SPECIAL 
MEETING OCT 12 TO COMMEMORATE 25TH ANNIVERSARY OF ILC, 

AND WILL ALSO CONSIDER GENERAL COMITE S RECOMMENDATION ON 
US ITEM ON WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE AND MAKE ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
ENTRY INTO FORCE OF AMENDMENT TO CHARTER ART. 61 WHICH 
WILL DOUBLE ECOSOC'S MEMBERSHIP. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEMOCRACTIC YEMEN - DUE TO ME SITUATION, FOMIN MOHAMMAD SALEH 
MOTTIE SET ASIDE PLANNED TEXT AND DEVOTED BRIEF SPEECH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO CONDEMNATION OF ISRAELI AGGRESSION AND 

US ROLE IN ME. COUNTING ON "MYTH OF MILITARY SUPERIORITY," 

HE DECLARED, SIRAEL HAS UNDERTAKEN POLICY OF AGGRANDIZE- 
MENT, AGGRESSION AND TERRORISM, INCLUDING BOMBING OF 
CIVILIAN AREAS. IN RESPONSE TO ISRAELI PROVOCATIONS AND

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BY PEACE AND THROUGH SC, EGYPT AND SYRIA RESORTED TO

RESTORED. MOTTIE CHARGED US REP IN SC ASKED EGYPT

TERRITORIES IN ORDER ALL PERPETUATION OF ISRAELI OCCUPATION. 

WHEN US REQUEST NOT SUPPORED BY SC, FONMIN DECLARED USG 
MOVED SIXTH FLEET NEARER ARENA OF CONFLICT. IT WAS REPORED 
USG TRANSPORTING MILITARY PLANES AND QUIPMENT TO ISREAL, 

HE ADDED. MOTTIE MAINATINED 

US INVOLVEMENT IN ME DIRECTED AGAINST ALL ARAB PEOPLES AND PROVED 
ISRAELI AGGRESSION NOT ONLY CONDONED BUT SUSTAINED AND ENCOUR- 
AGED BY US. US CANNOT ESCAPE CONDEMNATION. HE DECLARED. 

SWEDEN - IN SPEECH EMPHASIZING SOCIAL AS WELL AS POLITICAL 
ISSUES, FONMIN KRISTER WICKMAN URGED ME SETTLEMENT ON BASIS 
OF RES 242, TAKING ACCOUNT OF LEGITIMATE INTEREST OF ALL 
CONCERNED AND ESTABLISHING SECURITY FOR ALL STATES WITHIN 
RECOGNIZED FRONTIERS, HE SAID GREAT POWERS, SOME OF WHOM 
BEHIND MILITARY BUILD-UP IN AREA, HAVE IMPORTANT RESPONSIBILITY 
TO PROMITE POLITICAL SOLUTION. HE NOTED ATTITUDE OF RELATIVE 
RESTRAINT OF SUPERPOWERS IN ME CONFLICT, ADDING

SAYING NOTHING ABOUT KOREA, WICHMAN WELCOMED AS POSITIVE 
DEVELOPMENTS IN INDO CHINA PARIS PEACE AGREEMENT AND END OF 
US BOMBING IN CAMBODIA "UNDER PRESSURE FROM STRONG PUBLIC 
OPINION." HE URGED IN SVN RELEASE OF POLITICAL PRISONERS AND SETTLEMENT 
OF REFUGEES, 

WICHMAN CITED AGREEMENT BETWEEN TWO GERMAN STATES AS MOST 
IMPORTANT RESULT OF DENTENT AND NOTE UN ADMISSION OF BOTH 
DOES NOT AFFECT GERMAN RIGHT TO EVENTUAL REUNIFICATION. 

RECSCE, HE STATED AIM IS SOLVE EUR PROBLEMS, NOT PROMOTE EUR 

INTERESTS IN RES OF WORLD. FONMIN DECLARED DETENTE 
SHOULD BE CONFIRMED THROUGH DISARMAMENT MEASURES, HOPED 
FOR RESULTS IN MBFR, CALLED ON ALL MEMBERS WORK ACTIVELY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR UN DISARMAMENT EFFORTS, AND STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF 
FORMULATING NEW RULES OF INTERNATIONAL 

LAW ADJUSTED TO NEW TYPES OF CONFLICT AND MILITARY TECHNOLOGY. 

HE URGED SPECIAL BANS ON NAPAL., OTHER INCENDIARIES, AND 
HIGH-VELOCITY WEAPONS AND CALLED FOR BAN ON AREA BOMBING. 

WICKMAN CRITICIZED LACK OF ACCOMPLISHMENT IN CCD AND TERMED 
IMPORTNAT 974 CONFERENCE ON LIMITING BRUTALITY AND PROTECTING 
NON-COMBATANTS. 

IN AFRICA, WICHMAN CALLED FOR INCREASED HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS AS EXPRESSION OF 
INTERNATIONAL OPPOSTION TO COLONIALISM AND CALLED ON SC 
CONSIDER PORTUGUESE OPEN DIFIANCE OF TIS REQUEST TO 
NEGOTIATE ON SELF-DETERMINATION. NOTING GROWING PORTUGUESE- 
SR-SA COOPERATION, HE CALLED ON ALL STATES DEDICATED TO HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND INDEPENDENCE TO GIVE MORAL AND METERIAL SUPPORT TO 
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REALIZE THESE AIMS IN SOURHERN AFRICA. HE URGED SUPPORT FOR 
EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL STEPS ON TORTURE AND EXPRESED CONCERN 
ON RENAISSANCE OF CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. CITING CHILE AS LATEST 
EXAMPLE OF BRUTAL MILITARY INTERVENTION IN FAVOR OF PRIVILEGED 
GROUPS WITHIN STATES, FONMIN STATED "ECONOMIC INTERSTS 
OUTSIDE THE COUNTRY ALSO CONTRIBUTED TO EVOLUTION WHICH

AS SOURCE OF TENTION WHICH CAN SPARK CONFLICT, FONMIN DECLARED

RESPECTS GOAL OF INTERNATIONAL EQUALITY". WICKMAN URGED 
SUPPORT FOR WORLD FOOD PROGRAMME AND HOPED PROPOSALS BY FAO DIR 
ECTOR GENERAL LEAD TO FAO-CONFERENCE LATER THIS 
AUTUMN. HE TERMED SECY KISSINGER S PROPOSAL WELCOME AS 
"PART OF EFFORTS." FONMIN SUPPORTED FORMULATION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL POLICY ON ENVORINMENT THROUGH GOVERNING COUNCIL FOR 
ENVIRONMENT PROGRAMME AND STATED UN SHOULD HAVE ROLE 
IN ENERGY CRISIS AS WLL , TAKING INTO ACCOUNT INTERESTS OF 
SMALLER AND ECONOMICALLY WEAKER STATES. (REPEATED INFO

FINLAND - FONMIN KARIALAINEN GAVE SHORT SPEECH 
WHICH CONCENTRATED ON EUROPEAN EFFORTS TOWARD GREATER 
SECURITY. CHARACTERIZING CURRENT ME SITUATION AS SERIOUS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND EXPLOSIVE, FINISH GOVT HOPES RESORT TO FORCE WILL 
BE TERMINATED IMMEDIATELY. HE CALLED UPON PARTIES 
CONCERNED AND GREAT POWERS TO HELP ACHIEVE PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION, WHICH SHOULD BE BASED ON RES 242. HE PLEDGED 
FULL SUPPORT TO EFFORTS OF SYG, UN, JARRING. FONMIN 
WELCOMED POSITIVE TREND INDENTE, APPRECIATING FACT 
THAT BETTER RELATIONS BETWEEN MAJOR POWERS" IS 
PRECONDITION FOR IMPORVING OVERALL WORLD SITUATION." HE 
CONTINUED, NEVERTHELESS, AND GENUINE DETENTE IS ONLY

UN CAPACITY.

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VIEWING UN ENTRY TWO GERMANY AS PRODUCT OF DETENTE 
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AND ITS IMPACT ON EUROPE, KARJ ALAINEN URGED INCREASING 
EUROPEAN COOPERATION WITH NATIONS WORKING TOWARD MUTUAL 
CONFIDENCE ON BASIS OF EQUALITY AND SELF-DETERMINATION. 

HE WELCOMED CSCE PREPARATORY CONFERENCE SUCCESS, SAYING

OBIECTIVES OF CSCE AND ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS IN ULTIMATE

NUCLEAR COUNTRIES” COULD GIVE NEW IMPETUS TO TREATIES 
CONCLUSION. HE WELCOMED VIETNAM AGREEMENT, EXPRESSED HOPE 
FOR EARLY POLITICAL SETTLEMENT IN WHOLE OF INDO-CHINA, 

AND SUPPORTED INDIA-PAKISTAN ACCORD. FINLAND HOPES 

"THAT POSITIVE DEVELOPMENT IN KOREAN PENINSULA COULD CONTINUE 

AND THAT DIALOGUE BETWEEN KOREAN STATES COULD ADVANCE." 

KARJ ALAINEN EXPRESSED HIS GOVT’S SHOCK AT CHILE 
EVENTS AND DISAPPOINTMENT AT "VIOLENT ELIMINATION OF LEGALLY 
ELECTED PRESIDENT." HE MADE STRONG APPEAL THAT 
DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM BE RESTORED IN CHILE AND VIOLENCE 
ENDED. REAFFIRMING COMMITMENT TO FIGHT AGAINST COLONIALISM 
AND APARTHEID, FONMIN EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR SANCTIONS COMITE 
EFFORTS TO ENFORCE S RHODESIAN SANCTIONS AND 
CONDEMNED SA AND PORTUGAL POLICIES. ON LOS, FONMIN 
EXPRESSED BELIEF THAT SEA-BED MUST BE EXPLOITED FOR COMMON 
GOOD AND SPECIFICALLY URGED THAT CERTAIN FISHERIES 
PRIVILEGES BE GIVEN TO COASTAL STATES, LIKE ICELAND, WHOSE 
ECONOMY SO DEPENDENT ON FISHING. 

KARIALANINEN CALLED FOR UN ASSESSMENT TO DEAL EFFECTIVELY 
WITH GLOBAL PROBLEMS IN ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, AND HUMAN 
RIGHTS FIELDS. COMMENTING ON FRUSTRATION OVER STRATEGY FOR 
SECOND DEVELOPMENT DECADE, HE SAID ECOSOC HAD SHOWN 
INCREASING AWARENESS OF RESPONSIBILITY TO DECADE SUSSESS 
AND FINLAND WILL SUPPORT COUNCIL'S EFFORTS. ULTIMATELY, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HOWEVER, HE SAID, ACHIEVEMENT OF DECADE GOALS DEPENDS ON 
MEMBER STATES. HE SAID GOF BUDGET FOR 1974 PROVIDED FOR

LIBYA-PERMREP KAMEL HASSAN AL-MAGHUR LAMENTED 
"CRUEL MURDER" OF ALLENDE, PRAISED INDEPENDENCE OF 
GUINEA (B), AND LOOKED FORWARD TO ITS ADMISSION TO UN. 

HE WELCOMED UN ENTRY OF BAHAMAS. GDR AND FRG, BUT DE- 
PLORED BONNS’ CONTINUED DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH "RACIST 
AND NAZI REGIMES IN OCCUPIED PALESTINE, SOUTH AFRICA 
AND RHODESIA." 

TURNING TO ME QUESTION, PERMREP DECLARED "LATEST 
CRIMINAL AGGRESSION BY ZIONIST GANGS ON OCTOBER 6" 

CONFIRMED DETERMINATION OF COLONIALIST AND IMPERIALIST 
FORCES TO EMPLOY THEIR RESOURCES IN PURSUIT OF POLICIES 
OF "DOMINATION AND EXTORTION." REFERRING TO ISRAEL 
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(NEVER MENTIONED BY NAME) AS ZIONIST GANG OR PUPPET 
ZIONIST CLIQUE, PERMREP SAID THAT STATE HAD BEEN PLANTED 
IN ARAB WORLD TO GAIN CONTROL OF AREA AND ITS RESOURCES, 

AND TO TERRORIZE ARABS IN ORDER TO PREVENT THEM FROM 
DEVOTING THEIR ATTENTION TO PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPMENT. 
FURTHER, ZIONIST STATE ESTABLISHED THROUGH INTERNATIONAL 
COLONIAL CONSPIRACY. HE CLAIMED ZIONISTS ADOPTED SAME 
CRIMINAL AND TREACHEROUS METHODS EMPLOYED BY EARLY "WHITE

THAT LIBYA RESERVES RIGHT TO PROTECT ITS NATIONAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOVEREIGNTY. 

ON OTHER SUBJECTS, PERMREP SCORED RACISM IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, PROTESTED EXPLOITATION OF SMALL COUNTRIES BY 
MULTINATIONAL COMPANIES, WARNED THAT DETENTE SHOULD NOT 
COME AT EXPENSE OF SMALL POWERS, AND PLEDGED LIBYA'S 
FULL SUPPORT TO "HEROIC" PEOPLES OF EGYPT AND SYRIA.

IOS. AUSTRIA SAID HUMANIATAIAN, NOT POLITICAL, CHARACTER 
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OF CONVENTION SHOULD BE EMPHASIZED. SOVIET UNION THOUGHT 
DARFT SHOULD HAVE PROVISIONS ON OBLIGATIONS AND RESPONSIBILITIES 
OF JOURNALISTS. BURUNDI AND MOROCCO SAID TERM "ARMED 
CONFLICT” SHOULD INCLUDE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. US STATED 
CONCERN THAT CONVENTION MIGHT BECOME "MEANINGLESS BUREAURACY." 
GUYANA SAID QUESTION OF WHAT CONSTITUTES ARMED CONFLICT 
MUST BE CONSIDERED. FRANCE AND AUSTRALIA SAID CONVENTION 
SHOULD BE DISCUSSED ARTICLE BY ARTICLE. GHANA SUGGESTED

CHANGE. COMITE AGREED PREVIOUSLY NOT TO VOTE ON ARTICLES 
AND MEETING ADJOURNED.

EIGHT DELS TOOK PART IN GENERAL DEBATE ON BUDGET OCT. 11. 

CHAIRMAN CALLED COMITE'S ATTENTION TO NEW ITEM ON ARABIC 
AS OFFICIAL LANGUAGE (104) AND NOTED DRAFT SUBMITTED BY GHANA 
(L. 1113) CALLING FOR STUDY OF REDUCTION IN NUMBER OF 
AUDITORS. DEBATE TO CONTINUE OCT. 12. 

JAPANESE EMPHASIZED NEED FOR ESTABLISHING PRIORITIES IN ALLOCATION 
OF RESOURCES AND FOR ECOSOC ESTABLISH CLEARER PRIORITIES 
AMONG ACTIVITIES; CRITICIZED EXCESSIVE INCREASE IN UN 
EXPENDITURES AND URGED GREATER ECONOMY; URGED OTHERS CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARD ELIMINATING DEFICIT; SUGGESTED SYG RECOMMEND 
MEASURES TO PROTECT UN AGAINST FUTURE LOSSES FROM MONETARY 
INSTABILITY; COMPLAINED ABOUT GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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STAFF; AND HOPED ICSC MAKE COMPREHENSIVE REVIEW OF 
PERSONNEL MATTERS. 

NORWEIGIANS AGREED WITH SYG 1974/75 BUDGET MODEST, AND 
SAID MORE MONEY NEEDED IN HUMAN RIGHTS AREA WELL AS FOR 
FOLLOWING: CONSOLIDATION OF FIVE CLASSES OF POST 
ADJUSTMENT, ICSC, AND RESTORATION TO RETIRED PERSONNEL 
OF WHAT WAS LOST BY INFLATION AND CURRENCY ADJUSTMENT. 

HE WELCOMED CONTRIBUTIONS OFFERED BY JAPAN AND UAE BUT 
SAID POLITICAL WILL AMONG MAJOR CONTRIBUTORS NEEDED TO 
SOLVE DEFICIT PROBLEM. 

ZAMBIAN REP WAS SATISFIED WITH PROGRAM BUDGET AND ACABQ'S 
WORK, URGED GREATER CONTROL OVER EXPENDITURES BUT STRESSED 
UN SHOULD CONTINUE EXPAND, AND SAID AUSTERITY IN AND OF 
ITSELF NOT SOLUTION TO UN'S FINANCIAL CRISIS. AUSTRIAN 
REP HIGHLIGHTED ADVANTAGES OF NEW PROGRAM BUDGET, HOPED 
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IT WOULD ELIMINATE DUPLICATIONS, BELIEVED CONTINUATION OF 
AUSTERITY BUDGET WOULD BE TO DETRIMENT OF UN, AND SUPPORTED 
QUICK CORRECTION OF DISPARITIES IN PENSION BENEFITS. 

PERU THOUGHT STRICTER FINANCIAL DISCIPLINE WOULD PERMIT 
UN UNDERTAKE MORE NEW ACTIVITIES. IT WAS UNFORTUNATE 
MUCH OF UN'S MONEY INURES TO BENEFIT OF "MAJOR INDUSTRIALIZED 
COUNTRY" AND MOST MEETINGS HELD IN CITIES WHERE COSTS 
HIGH, HE SAID, ADDING MORE MEETINGS SHOULD BE HELD IN 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES (E.G. UNIDO II IN LIMA). HE ALSO FELT 
TOO SMALL PORTION OF UN'S RESOURCES GOES TO DEVELOPING 
AREAS. 

UKRAINE AND MONGOLIA ADHERED CLOSELY TO SOVIET STATEMENT. 
MONGOLIANS ENLARGED ON KOREAN BUDGET ITEMS BY NOTING 
ELIMINATION UNCURK WOULD RESULT IN CONSIDERABLE SAVINGS. 
UKRAINE THOUGHT THERE SHOULD BE EVEN STRICTER ECONOMY 
MEASURES BECAUSE OF INFLATION AND MONETARY INSTABILITY 
AND AWAITED WITH INTEREST ACABQ REPORT ON MONETARY 
INSTABILITY. 

YUGOSLAV DEL CALLED FOR EXPANSION OF UN ACTIVITIES, 

ESPECIALLY IN NEW FIELDS OPENED BY SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. 

HE WELCOMED INTRODUCTION OF PROGRAM BUDGET BUT QUESTIONED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WHETHER SECRETARIAT UNDERSTOOD CONCEPT, AND OPPOSED ADVANCE 
CEILINGS ON ANNUAL GROWTH RATES. HE SAID ECOSOC MUST 
PLAY ROLE IN BUDGET PREPARATION, AGREED 1972 AUSTERITY 
MEASURES HAD TO BE DROPPED IN 1973, AND THOUGHT THERE 
SHOULD BE CONTINUING EFFORT TO DECREASE NON-PRODUCTIVE 
EXPENDITURES. HE URGED DECENTRALIZATION OF MANY UN ACTIVITIES, 
SUGGESTED STRENGTHENED REGIONAL COMMISSIONS COULD UNIFY 
AND COORDINATE REGIONAL ACTIVITIES AND SET REGIONAL
